The w hole committee w ill meet here j 
Thursday night when the articles of 
incorporation will be signed and for-1 
warded at once to the capital city. 
There is no intention of backing down 
even if it is found that Pomona had 
difficulty in starting, unless in lier pio-| 
neer efforts she tested the validity of 
five low. 
It is believed that Pomona 
did not carry the issue to this point. 
C. F. Fairley, sales engineer of the

Bolsheviks who have merely complet­ 
ed the job of tearing down the super­ 
ficial social, economic and political 
structure which the old regime fost­ 
ered. 
The breakdown is the natural result 


of the abuses practiced by the former 
privileged classes of Russia. * The.rev-1 
olution furnished the opportunity for 
ihe Bolshevik agitators to seize control 
of 
the 
country 
through 
violence, 


though they unfortunately drove out 
the intellectuals and trained profession­ 
als needed for rebuildig the country. 


There is probably no other great, 
people who would embrace Bolshevism 
and suddenly reverse their ideals and 
customs, as did the Russians, who 
naturally run to extremes, 
it is the 


extremes which make 
discussion 
re­ 
garding Russia difficult. 
The Bolshe­ 
vik! claim they are defending the rev­ 
olution, which is supposed to give the 
Russians liberty and opix>rtunlty, yet; 
they forcibly apply communism, wile; 
jug out both liberty and opportunity J 
for tho individual.

their 
interest, 
with Bolshevism, as its leaders figure 
they have a copyright on all good ideas 
and hence are destined to reform Rus­ 
sia whether she likes it or noP. 
They have separated the state from 
tile church and eliminated attendant 
abuses. 
On the other hand, they have set 
up a political dictatorship which abol­ 
ishes liberty and tells 
the 
Russian 
what he must think, paternally regulat­ 
ing every pause cf every day life until 
individuality is practically extinguish­ 
ed. 
Bolshevik Russia is misunderstood 
in the outside world, Reports of atroci­ 
ties, originating usually from its ene­ 
mies-- such as annihilation of en tire: 
villages and nationalization of women 
—are untrue and unfair. 
Russia is suffering as the natural' 
result of internal rottenness. Tho Bol­ 
shevik! are experimenting with a cure 
and so far have not delivered the right 
formula.

It is not quite so bad as that, to be 
sure, but the tendency is plain enough. 
Surely no society that did not have 
its norm al taste and judgm ent rather

upset would 
stand for 
jazz 
music and the general system of fren­

motion, noise

which it is a symptom. 
It may only he, as the minister* 
charitably suggests, a reaction from 
the strain of war. 
lf people really 
find all this hullabaloo wholesome, let 
them enjoy themselves, by all means. 
But it seem s a curious way to get 
rested from a prolonged strain.

The power of boozze in politics is 
soon to be broken forever.

“Now, a bear is the easiest animal 
in the world to knock down if you 
hit him right. 
It’s worth while know­ 
ing if you are hunting bears. 
Any 
j kind of a good lick on the nose will 
knock a bear down, but he may not 
stay long, so don’t count on having 
put him out. 
He probably’ll be right 
up and coming m adder than ever. 
“I grabbed a shovel’ and swung it 
on his nose, and down he went. That 
gave me just about two jumps to my 
l rifle, and I let him have it, and he 
went off the rest of the way down 


1 the hill. 
“I had a pretty bad foot on me for 
! two or three davs, and I didn’t follow 
i his trail until the foot got better, but 
when I did I found him dead about 
! IOO yards away. 
“A bear* is mighty easily killed if 
I you know where to hit him. 
There’s 


1 not much use shooting him in the 
head. 
T hat’s dangerous, for the bul­ 
let may glance off. 
I always let a 
bear get close up to me, thirty or 
forty feet and then let him have it 
in the base of the neck for the purpose

Huns Expect to Use Russia, 
China and Japan to 
Break Treaty 


By J. W. T. MASON 
(W ritten for the United Press) 
NBW YORK, June 6.—Germany is 
preparing to turn to the east for re­ 
venge. German statesmen, crafty, un­ 
scrupulous, and 
full 
of 
resentment 
against the western democracies, are 
laying plans to break the peace treaty 
after the signatures have been forced 
from the defeated plenipotentiaries at 
Versailles. 
Germany Is looking to Russia, China, 
and Japan for eventual help in trea t­ 
ing a new league to overthrow the 
western nations; control of the world. 
Germany, Russia, China, and 
Japan 
are all disappointed at the outcome 
of the peace negotiations. China be­ 
lieves she has been deserted by 
the 
western powers; and the .Japanese are 
resentful because they have not been 
recognized os the racial equals of the 
white people of America and Great 
Britain. 
Germany, tnerefore, is hopeful of 
making subtle suggestions to China 
and Japan concerning the advantages 
of a secret league to seek revenge 
against the west. Russia is a neces­ 
sary confederate for such a conspir­ 
acy. Russia has been denounced by 
the victorious allies in Europe as an 
outcast nation. 
France, in particular, 
has forgotten her own revolution when 
two-thirds of the French national debt 
was repudiated and four hundred dol­ 
lars in French paper money sold for 
one dollar in real cash. 
France’s refusal to co-operate with 
America and Great Britain in trying 
to help the present Russian govern­ 
ment get on its feet has made real 
assistance to Russia impossible. Rus­ 
sia. therefore, is now unable to count 
on help from the west. If the Germans 
can assist Russia to recover her bal 
ance, it will be to Germany that the 
Russians will naturally turn for future 
guidance. 
Germany’s first step, therefore, in 
her search for means to break the 
peace treaty, is to form an intimate 
relationship with Russia. Already ef­ 
forts are being made in Berlin to this 
end. German agents are in Russia ad­ 
vocating the mutual advantage of se­ 
cret co-operation between the two na­ 
tions. 
Once this movement shows 
signs 
of progressing, its spread into China 
and Japan will be deftly sought 
by 
Germany’s leaders; Germany threat­ 
ened this very outcome to Ambassador 
I Gerard when America was preparing 
I to enter the war. The ruthless brutal- 
) ity of 
the Germans during the war 
! savors more of an oriental race than 
I a western nation. The Germans mar 
I thus claim racial relationship with the 
| Orient for the purpose of urging co­ 
operation. 
The situation is certain to develop 
into a serious 
menace 
unless 
tne 
western diplomats quickly begin to 
counteract 
the new’ 
German propa- 
I garnla. Russia is the key. With Russia 
i hostile to Germanv’s designs. theGer- 
I mans will he impotent. They will be 
geographically isolated from the far 
I east and unable tp form an effective 
: Oriental alliance. The western democ­ 
racies, 
therefore, must revise 
their 
I treatment of Russia, or see Germany 
continue 
as 
a 
dangerous 
plotter 
against civilization’s progress.
